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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant filed a Terminal Disclaimer (TD) on 7/10/2008, which has overcome the 
double patenting (ODP) rejection for US Patent No. 7084105 as stated in the final Office 
action dated 4/10/2008. The Office action includes the ODP rejection for US Patent No. 
7084105 and provisional rejections for US Patent applications 1 1488693 and 1 1244205. 
The TD filed on 7/10/2008 covers only for the Patent 7084105. 

The provisional ODP rejection for Application No. 11488693 (claims 19-22) in the 
final Office action dated 4/10/2008 is withdrawn in view of applicant's election made on 
5/7/2008, in which claims 19-22 have been withdrawn as non-elected invention. 

The provisional ODP rejection for Application No. 1 1244205 (claim 24) in the final 
Office action dated 4/10/2008 is currently withdrawn based on its effective filing date, 
10/7/2004 , which is later than the current application filed on 11/24/2003 , and also 
benefits to the provisional application filed on 2/15/2001 and parent application filed on 
1/15/2002. Applicant is noted that a TD is required when the same subject matter in the 
application 1 1244205 or later filed applications is allowed. 

The prior arts do not teach or suggest the currently claimed method of treating a 
condition related to resistance to cell death comprising administering the amino acids 
sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 .
